Health Board Gives 
Rabies Control Program 

Said the Louisville and Jeffer- 
son County Board of Health this 
week: "Since more animals are 
left to roam the streets in 
mer months and are more irrita- 
ble than in winter weather, the 
public is more conscious ol 

at this time of year than at 
any other." At the Board's last 
regular meeting it adopted a Ra- 
bies control program. 

Some of the vital points of the 
program are given below. 

1. Control of animals capable of 
transmitting the disease is neces- 
sary. 

2. Mass immunization of suscep- 
tible animals, particularly dogs, 
is necessary. 

3. Adequate facilities should be 
provided for housing and caring 
for animals suspected of rabies 



4. For permanently reducing the 
number of susceptible dogs, own. 
ers should have their dogs im- 
munized annually.. Vaccinated 
dogs, appropriately marked, may 
be allowed at large 30 days after 



7. All animals which have bit- 
ten persons or other animals, and 
dogs suspected of having rabies, 
should be placed under observa- 
tion of a veternarian in a suitable 
place for a period not less than 
14 days. Dogs known to have 
exposed to rabies should

CONGRESS GIVES FARMERS 
NEW PRICE SUPPORT PROGRAM 

By Allan Spalding. Farm Bureau Representative 

At approximately 4:00 o'clock in the morning of June 20, 
American farmers got a new permanent price support pro- 
gram. This event will undoubtedly be recorded as one of 
the most dramatic and momentous in farm history. Weary 
Senate-House conferees, after 



prolonged deadlock, had fin- 
ally agreed to the flexible sup- 
port and modernized parity 
provisions of the Aiken Bill. 

As a compromise, conferees 
voted to extend present price 
supports until December 31, 1949, 
after which time the new per- 
manent program will go into 
effect. They dropped those pro- 
visions of the Aiken Bill which 
coordinated soil conservation ac- 
tivities of the Agriculture De- 
partment on a decentralized basis 
However, Senate long-range ad- 
cates intend to reintroduce this 
legislation next session. 

The new program is a consider- 
able triumph for AFBF. In the 
last hectic days of the session, 
Farm Bureau President Kline 
and Roger Fleming, Director of 
the Federation's Washington 
office, urged congressional lead- 
ership to enact a long range pro- 
pram. Mr. Kline wired each con- 
feree that "farmers will consider 
it a tragedy if this Congress 
adjourns without passing long 
range legislation." New program 
i» also a tribute to Senator Aiken 
(R. Vt.) and his colleagues, who 
led the fight in Congress. 

Provisions 
Here is how the permanent 
price support propgram shapes 
up: Parity is revised on a 10- 
year moving average basis. How- 
rver, it is provided that no crop 
■tay be lowered more than five 
t cent a year. For basic crops 
? placed on a sliding 
I on supply, ranging 
n 60 to 90 per cent of parity. 



from 60 to 90 per cent of parity 
at the discretion of the Agricul- 
ture Secretary. Tobacco loan 
rate is set at 90 per cent of parity, 
at the Agriculture Secretary's 
discretion in order to bring shorn 
wool output to 350,000,000 pounds. 

Agriculture Secretary is au- 
thorized to support all commodi- 
] ties at not more than 90 per cent 
of parity, on basis of relationship 
between supply and demand; 
level of other supports; adequacy 
I of funds; perishability of the 
! commodity; its importance to ag- 
| riculture and the national econo- 
my, ability to dispose of stocks 
acquired through price support; 
ability and willingness of pro- 
ducers to keep supplies in line 
with demand; and the necessity 
for offsetting temporary losses 
of export markets. 

Marketing quotas may be voted 
on corn, wheat and rice when- 
ever supplies are 120 per cent 
of normal, or whenever prices 
do not exceed 66 per cent of 
parity for three months, with 
normal supplies. 

Cotton quotas may be voted 
under the same conditions, ex- 
cept that quotas will be per- 
mitted whenever cotton supplies 
are 108 per cent of normal. Those 
types of tobacco which have been 
under quotas will be allowed to 
continue, regardless of supplies 
as long as producers vote for 

Senator Aiken declared in an

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This week's guest columnist is 
a recognized national authority, 
on taxes and commissioner of 
Revenue for Kentucky.

I sometimes envy the newspap- 
er columnist who regularly has 
the opportunity to express his 
views on current problems to the 
people in the county se 
the villages, and the rural areas. 
My office, like that of most state 
officials, is in Frankfort, but in 
many ways we are far removed, 
even in this day of rapid trans- 
portation and communication, 
from the people who pay our sal- 
aries, and who benefit, or suffer, 
from our actions. We state of- 
ficials, in order to better do the 
job with which you have en- 
trusted us, need closer contacts 
with the readers of this your 
paper. This privilege extended 
I to me by Mr. Porter to fill ii 
I his guest columnist affords mi 
I opportunity to express some of 
my views. If you don't like them 
I may be sorry, but here goes. 

When the due date rolls around 
I hate to pay taxes as badly as 
anybody. This doesn't necessar- 
ily imply that I am an anarchist 
who believes all government bad. 
It does imply that I don't like to 
pay more than my share and that 
I like to feel it is being spent 
wisely. I figure that It is your 
privilege to feel the same way 
and that if you don't, you are 
right, unusual. 

At this time I am especially 
concerned about the property 
tax. It is my job of course, 
to be concerned about such 
immediate problems of tax- 
ation as evasion of the gas- 
oline tax. Whether bus and 
truck operators who run into and 
out of Kentucky buy a fair part 
of their gasoline in Kentucky and 
pay an appropriate amount to 
help maintain our highways is of 
immediate concern to all of us, 
but the gravity of this problem 
is insignificant in comparison 
with problems associated with 
the general property tax. There 
are available reasonable and 
harsh methods of encouraging 
gasoline tax evaders to pay taxes 
like the rest of us, and these 
methods will be used in the or- 
der named depending upon the 
persistence of the culprit. Fail- 
ure to collect all gasoline taxes 
due would, of course, mean that 
certain motorists would pay more 
than their fair share of the cost 
of constructing and maintaining 
our highways. It would also 
mean that the state would have 
lesB money available for this 
purpose. But it would not consti- 
tute a threat to the continued ex- 



The property tax, on the other 



hand, is the mainstay of all local 
government. There is no other 
proven source adequate to fi- 
nance local government. This 
tax alone constitutes the major 
source of revenue for meeting 
the general operating costs of 
city and county government and 
is. even with greatly increased 
state appropriations for these 
purposes, a substantial support of 
rural roads. 

Despite its importance, the 
property tax is in a bad state of 
repair. The likelihood ia you are 
not assessed equitably with your 
neighbor. The game seems to be 
list property as low as we can 
or as our conscience will let us, 
regardless of value. If the total 
assessment is not enough to pro- 
duce the money required to fi- 
nance the local government we 
demand or deserve, we have faith 
that our officials will get a 
blanket raise put on the assess- 
ment, go in debt or get the 
money from Frankfort or Wash- 
ington. Yet, we complain (I do) 
that Frankfort and Washington 
are dabbling too much in our 
business at home. We forget the 
inevitable influence of the purse 
string and are inclined because 
the money appears to be coming 
from somebody else to condone 
its rather free expenditure, This 
forces Frankfort or Washington 
to increase its influence. Thus 
we drive our government away 
from us. 

A recent impasse in the ad- 
ministration of the general prop- 
erty tax provides an excellent 
illustration of how counties and 
the school districts lose inde- 
pendence through failure to pro- 
vide for themselves before seek- 
ing assistance elsewhere. The 
statutes require the Kentucky 
Tax Commission to certify that 
the property within a school dis- 
trict is assess jd as near its ful' 
value as property on the average 
throughout the state before the 
district may receive state fundf 
for education, in addition to the 
pupil per capita money. A ma- 
jority of the counties and in 
dependent school districts which 
met nil other requirements' 
necessary to qualify them to re- 
ceive state school equalizatior 
aid had a property assessment 
level well below the state aver- 
age. The Tax Commission had 
alternative except to give 
blanket percentage increases or 
all property assessments in these 
districts or refuse to certify to 
their eligibility to receive equal- 
ization funds. At the request 
of the State Board of Education, 
the Commission adopted the poli- 
cy of placing tentative raises on 
property assessments in these 
counties to enable the school 
officials to apply to the state 
for equalization aid. Some of 
these increases were extraordi- 
narily large, and, in two coun- 
ties, school officials elected to 
forego the assistance, and in at 
least one of these the school pro 
gram will be substantially upset 
This type of govemmentt is not 
good. In this instance it stemmed 
from bad local property assess 
ments. It resulted in unfaii 
treatment of taxpayers — and 
worse, in the final determination 
of the amount to be spent in ; 
particular county or school dis- 
trict being made by state in- 
stead of local officials. The net 
effect was a surrender, throug! 
default, of local independence. 

Although these observations 
are confined largely to taxation 
much the same situation prevails 
in respect to other government 
activities. I think most of u.- 
believe that the state and Fed- 
eral governments should com- 
pletely finance and administer 
many functions and that the Fed- 
eral and state governments 
should provide aid for other 
functions so that minimum 
standards of government service 
can be available in less wealthy 
areas, but we do not want this 
to be carried to the point where 
it may result in our losing con- 
trol of our schools and public 
officials. 

Where there have been dicta- 
tors history shows that first 
local government defaulted on 
its responsibilities and yielded 
its prerogatives to a central 
government. When the people 
let government get away from 
home and its power out of their 
hands, somebody else picked it 
■"». 

Independent, responsible local 
government is the heart of 
Americanism. If we foster it, 
'-'-t upon it and keep it, we 
; need to worry about other 
isms.

British cousins a most pessi 
mistic account of America and 
Americans. Bolitho does not do 
this, and that is what makes his 
article stand out like a sore 
thumb. He really sees some good 
in us. 

Bolitho spent three years here. 
During that time he visited and 
inspected every section of the 
country. While making those 
inspections, he did not wear - 
pair of rose colored glasses. I 
saw us as we really are. He was 
surprised by the startling differ- 
ence in character, ideology and 
heart-warmth in the various 
parts of America, but on the 
whole he reports that he found 
a kindly considerate and unpre- 
tentious people. 

Yes, he found some things 
about us that did not enamor 
him, but these were relatively 
minor. He particularly stressed 
the nice things he found here, 
and those seem to him to far out- 
weigh the "un-nice" things. 

One thing that particularly in- 
trigued him was our great in- 
terest in the marriage of Princess 
Elizabeth. About this he says: 

For the British, the marriage 
v«s a symbol of the continuity 
of our standards of marriage and 
family life. Perhaps America 
envies our symbols. Perhaps, ir 
pursuing realism at the gallop 
you have neglected to erect sym 
bols on the way. ... I regret 
the lack of history-worship 
the average American.' 

Then he wentt on to point 
out that America has a good his- 
tory, one in which we can and 
should take pride — that there 
il no need, as is the case with all 
too many Americans, to say 
apologetically, "We are still a 
young country." 

Then he went on to point 
warmed Bolitho's heart during 
his sojourn among us, but the 
one that pleased him most hap- 
pened in a New York City taxi 
cab. Its driver had served three 
yc-ars in England during the war 
and Bolitho was his first British 
fare since he left the Army. They 
chatted as they drove along 
When Bolitho got out of the cab 
he took money from his pocket 
with which to pay his fare. 

"Oh, no!" the cabbie said 
When I was in England I was 
a guest in many of your houses. 
You're the first Englishman I 
have driven since I took to driv- 
ing a cab again. You're going 
to be my guest." 

Bolitho concludes his article by 
stating that if he should ever feel 
the acid of cynicism attacking 
him, he feels sure that by re 
calling this incident, he will be 
saved from the sin of despair. 

And I'll conclude this articl. 
by stating that Bolitho and this 
New York taxi driver are indeed 
ambassadors of good will. If all 
the delegates to United Nations 
were imbued with the same spirii 
of warm friendliness, mutual re- 
spect, understanding and grateful 
remembrance, we could stop 
shuddering at the contemplatioi 
of an atomic bomb turned loo* 
upon the world. It just neve 
would be turned loose.
